Canadinn Woods In Winter. 
The country of the Little Saguenay 
is as rough as any part of the Rocky 
monntains. It is the custom to dress 
lightly for traveling, notwithstanding 
the 20 degrees below zero, and even 
then one perspires very freely, making 
it impossible to stop long for a rest, on 
account of the chill of the open pores. 
Ico forms on eyebrow, hair and mus- 
taohe, while the sweat freezes in scalos 
on the baok of one’s neck, The snow 
falls from the trees on the voyager, and, 
melting slightly from the heat of the 
body, forms cakes of ice, Shades of 
Nansen and all the arctiomen! I do 
not understand why they are not all 
pillars of ice unless it be that there are 
no trees to dump snow on them. 
The spruce and hemlock of these 
parts all point upward as straight as 
one could get a lance, to resist the con- 
stant fallof snow. If one leaned ever 
so little out of the perpendicular, it 
could not survive the tremendous aver- 
age of 50 feot of snowfall each winter. 
Their branches, too, do not grow long, 
else they would snap under the weight. 
Ryery needle on the evergreens has its 
_ little burden of white, and without in- 

termission the snow comes sifting down 
from tho sky through the husb of tho 
winter. 

When we stopped and the creals of 
the snowshoes was still, we could al- 
most bear our hearts beat. We could 
certainly hear the cracking of tho to- 
bacco burning in ovr pipes. It hada 
soothing, au almost seductive, influence, 
that mufile of snow. So solemn is it, 50 
little you feol yourself, that it is u con- 
scionsnosa which brings unconscious: 
ness, and the oalm white forest is al- 
most deadening in its beauty. The win- 
ter forest means de..th.—Irederic Rom- 
ington in Harper's. 


Hens That Bat Their Own Egen- 

As a rule, when hens have suitable 
food they don’t oat their own eggs. 
To preserve eggs from being eaten un- 
der exceptional conditions there aro a 
number of devices. There is, for in- 
stance, a nest with a bottom of woven 
wire with a mesh big enough to let an 
ogg through. The ogg goes through tho 
thin layer of hay with which the nest 
is lined and through the wido meshed 
bottom to fall safely in a bed of hay un- 
derneath. 

Another device is automatic and set 
in operation by the chioken itself when 
it steps off the nest. Thus relieved of 
the chicken’s woight, the nest tilts up 
enough to roll the ogg off intoa place of 
safoty made for its reception.

All 
the intricacies of the design the work- 
man bas in his bead, and they develop 
on the glass in a way which seems to 
the looker on absolutely maryelous.—

Wide Prevalence of Inebriety. 

Dr. Norman Kerr, whoss book, 

ebriety or Nurcomania,’’ has had much 
to do in bringing about the paseago of 
the Act, spoke freely yosterday in giving 
his views on the question. He maintains 
that inebriety ia much more widely pre- 
yalont among the upper classes of Eng- 
Jand than is generally supposed, 
“People do not get drunk at dinnor 
partiss and all that sort of thing,’’ ho 
said, ‘but it does not follow that they 
goto bed sobor when they get home 
What is called drunkenness is only one 
form of jnebriety, or narcomania—the 
habit of taking narcotics. People may 
take little or no liquor, and yet be ine 
briates, slayes to such narcotics as 
chloral, morphine, chlorodyne, sulphonal 
and others equally dangerous. This is 
espoocjally true of women, somo of thom 
of the highest culture and rofinement, 

“Tho upper classes have facilities for 
secret indulgence which the lower havo 
not. Yet oven among the lowest class 
there are plenty of habitual drankards 
who never fall into the hands of the 
police, 

Need of Purther Legislation. 

““Noitber the now Act nor any other 
can preyent these persons from com- 
mitting suicide by drinking themselves to 
death. They may ruin themaelves and 
become burdens on the community, as 
paupers, prisoners or lunatics, casting 
the support of their famlios on the pub- 
lio, yet neither the family that has to 
suffer nor the public that has to pay has 
any powor to intervene.’ 

Lue burden of Dr. Kerr's further re- 
marks was the nocessity for the legal 
granting of turther powers to immure 
drunkards in curative homes, the rich 
paying their way, the poor receiving 
treatment gratis. He added that thoro 
was no speoific cure for drunkenness, 
although 200 had been put forth. Most 
cases, however, he said, would give way 
to seclusion, medical treatment being for 
the most part. directed to a restoration of 
the paralyzed will power.

THE MARCH FROM UGANDA, 


Major Martyr's Expedition Will Likely 
Be a Bloodless One. 


| London, Jan. 4.—Major Martyr's ex- 
pedition from Uganda to Khartoum is 
not likely tu involye any fighting. 
Reuter's Agency learns from an officer 
who has for some years been serving on 
the Nile in the extreme north of Unyoro 
that the work of the expedition is merely 
the establishment and occupation of cer- 
tain posts, some of which were perforce 
abandoned in troublous timea. 

Dufileh, which is on the line of march, 
was visited by the British in 1894, and 
strong posts had been established at 
Mruli, Fowera and Jajao, The last- 
named place and several other posts were 
apandoned during the hostilities with 
the Soudanese mutineors whioh broke out 
in Ootober, 1897. 

Fajao has now been reoccupied, and 
tho podition is pushing northward 
along the Nile through what used to bo 
a Dervish sphere of influence. As for the 
Sondanese mutineers, they have been prac- 

‘ tically wiped out. 


DIEPPE STEAMER WRECKED, 


Five of the Crew of the Channel Steamor 
Angers Were Drowned. 


London, Jan. 4.—Incoming steamers 
at different ports report that tho trightful 
wenther continues along the British 
coasta and in the Bay of Biscay. 

The channel steamer Angers, of 1,689 
tons, trading betweon New Haven and 
Dieppe, has been wrecked at the entrance 
to Dieppe harbor. Five of her crew were 
drownod, Her cargo is washing ashore. 

Details received regarding tho wreck 
of thu steainer at the entrance of Dieppe 
harbor show that sho was a looal cargo 
boat, and crashed into the end of the 
jetty at midnight, partly destroying it. 
Tho captain and 14 of the crew succeed- 
od in clinging to tho wart of tho jotty, 
which was cut off from the shore, They 
romained there all night long and their 
crles brought succor in the morning. One 
man perished from exhaustion and four 
mon were drowned in the engine room.

Those who are now splitting 
into still smaller fragments are not the 
Liberal party. They have never been held 
together by any intelligible policy or any

He was aggressive and anxious 
to ike converts to his religious sys- 
tem. Mr. Bateman nurrated, often in 
avery humorous manner, the ques- 
tions with which he was plied and the 
objections advanced when preaching 
the gospel to these people. The Hin- 
du system on the other hand offered 
almost an impenetrable wall of abso 
lute indifference. It was a great sys- 
tem of pviesteraft. The Aborigines 
last of all had no distinct idea of 
a veligion of theirown. They claimed 
that with no rules to break they could 
not offend the deities, and thus they 
claimed they were more likely to be 
saved than the followers of the other 
two systems, It would appear at first 
sight, therefore, that no progress could 
be made by the missionaries of the 
cross. And yet Cespite the greatest 
obstacles progress had been made and 
the greatest barriers had been sur- 
mounted The means employed were 
the preaching ot the gospel, the open- 
ing of schools and the circulation of 
the Scriptures. Mr. Bateman paid a 
high tribute to the British and Foreign 
Bible Society which the missionaries 
had found an almost indispensable ally 
in their great work. As an example of 
the progress made he stated that in 
his districtof the Punjab there were 
in 1869 only about six Christians; there 
were to-day 6,000, and in the city of 
Umritsir alone there were 500 converts 
from the Mahomedan faith. Hindu 
Brahmins had also renounced their 
faith und embraced Chrsitianity. Mr. 
ateman concluded a deeply interest- 
ing address by narrating a most 
pathetic story of the conversion of a 
Hindu boy, son of a government 
official. He attended Mr. Bateman’s 
mission school and became convinced 
of the errors of his own religion. Not- 
withstanding the entreaties of parents 
and friends he embraced Christianity 
and at the legal age was baptized by 
My. Bateman and was subsequently 
confirmed. He was afterwards sent to 
Edinburgh where he studied medicine 
and he has since risen to such a posi- 
tion in his profession that he was 
selected by the Indian government to 
roceed to Europe to devise methods of 
Ruhting the bubonic plague. Mr. 
Bateman’s address was heard by all 
resent with the closest attention.

STORY OF A NOSE.

HON. S, FISHER’S ADDRESS, 


At the meeting of the Eustern 
Ontario Dairymen’s Association, Hon, 
Mr. Fisher, Dominlon minister of 
agriculturegavean interesting addess; 
On vising to speak Mr. Fisher met 
with a magnificent ovation. He want- 
ed to tender thanks for his invitation 
to attend the gathering. He had been 
present at these meetings before and 
had derived much benefit’ therefron, 
“T see before me many dairymen. 
Without flattering I can say that the 
dairymen are the most intelligent and 
brightest class of people in Canada. 
This eastern part of Ontario has taken 
a leap in the progress of this industry. 
The friendly vivalry between the east 
and west portions of the great province 
is probably one of the greatest reasons 

of this progress ‘The spread of agri- 
cultural education has been great and 
by it our people have been able <o im- 

rove their methodsand plans. While 
in Europe last summer, Pro, Robert- 
son and I were able to study the ve- 
quirements of the markets. The old 
land is making enormous progress due 
to the competition of the lands in 
agricultural products, Let us go on in 
the work of co-operation, I noticed 
there a favoring of Canadian products. 
There is a feeling in England that as 
Canada had done the square thing by 
them they would do the square thing 
by Oaunda. [have thought that if we 
could get the people of the old country 
to taste our products they would bu¥ 
them. This has been the case, The 
prosperity of Canada to dayis obvious; 
we do not need to prove it by figures. 
The farmers can proudly boast that it 
isdue tothe increased production of 
agricultural products that the exports 
swelled and prosperity followed asa 
natural sequence. There is an 
importunt step in the transportation 
of cheese, The cars carrying the pro- 
ducts to the seaboard ave imper' 
We want the railroads to furnish 
bettercars for this purpose. Proper, 
ventilation should be given the cheese 
during the passage across the Atlantic. 
We have nottbis year exported as 
much cheese to England as last year 
The consumption of imported cheese 
in England has about reached its limit; 
therefore, our exports to England will 
not perceptibly increase. “We must, 
then, turn ourimilk into butter. The 
British consumer says they can take a 
greater quantity than they now do, 
Our dwrynien need not be discouraged, 
The by-products of our dairying in- 
dustry are becoming valuable. Inthe 
last two years tne export of bacon to 
Bugladd has doubled, and 1 venture to 
Say that in the next two years it will 
double again The excellence of the 
article has been the canse of this. 
Without excellence we can do nothing, 
It strikes the vjsitor perceptibly that 
in Englind the Iiborers and artizans 
are well off. :

Coal Burned by Steamships. 

The amount of coal consumed by a 
vessel during a voyage depends very 
largely upon the speed, for the con- 
fumption of coal increases almost in a 
geometrical ratio to the speed. There 
are many ships which burn from 100 to 
800 tons of coal per day, the lowest con- 
sumption being when the vessel is going 
at a moderate rate. Our men-of-war do 
not consume s0 much in proportion as 
swift passenger steamers which ply be- 
tween Europe and America, for unless 
in an emergency they are not driven at 
the highest attainable speed. The ocean 
passenger steamers often burn from 
2,500 to 8,500 tons during a passage 
lasting six to seyen days.

DAIRYMEN MEEY IN GUELPH. 


Botween 400 and 500 Butter and Cheese 
Producers Gathored. 


Guelph, Jan. 18.—‘the annual conyen- 
tion of the Cheeso and Butter Men's 
Assoojation of Western Ontario opened 
hore yesterday afternoon in the Royal 
Opera House, and will be in conyention 
for the balance of the week. From four 
to flye hundred delegates and olticials 
are present. President Kagle of Atter- 
cliffe opened the proceedings with a short 
introductory addreas extending welcome, 
and then read the directors’ report, which 
was adopted. . 

The financial statement was presented, 
showing a balance on hand for 1899 of 
$595.05. Lhe sum of $82.50 was granted 
by the Government. ‘Tho instructors re- 
ceived $1,966.20 — Morrison $965.05, 
Struthers $56. Mr, Kagle commented on 
the bad season they had just had, ard 
pointed out the desirability of these con- 
ventions. He regretted that Mr. I. B. 
Millar had sent in his vesignation as 
an instructor, They needed more instruc- 
tors. Good men were hard to get. Tho 
work was, however, a stepping-stone to 
so getting better, and he hoped they 
would be able to get another good man 
to accept the position for a yoar or two. 


MUST WAIL AT HALIFAX, 


The Subsidized Steamships Must Connect 
With Mail Trains, 


Ottawa, Jau. 18,—A further proviso 
has been addod to the contract with the 
Allan and Dominion Steamship Compan:

THE TRADE OF CANADA, 

Ottawa, Jan, 21 —Official returns ave 
to-day available which show the in- 
crease in Canadian trade during the 
six months ending Dec. 31. Month by 
month the evidence has been piling up 
of the betterment of business prospects 
and of the enlargement of Canadian 
dealings in the markets of the world. 
The stimulus has shown itself in the 
increased volume and variety of our 
imports, in the buoyancy of'trade gen- 
erally, and in the swelling of the public 
revenue. 

For the six months’ period veferred 
to the expansion in imports and ex- 
povts together is $14,502,174, over the 
returns of the same period last year. 
Imports have jumped up $16,250,305, 
Exports have fallen off to the amount 
of $1,750,631. Transactions in coin 
and bullion export and import for the 
six months of the current fiscal year 
amounted to $6,097,573, and for the six 
months of 1897, $3,719,803, Jn customs 
revenue there has been an advance in 
the six months of 1898, over the year 
preceding, of $2,874,410.

A Change in the Regulations. 


The last issue of the Canada Gazette 
contains an order-in-council, bringing 
into force the amended weights and 
measures act of 1898: Section thirteen 
of the order provides that the follow- 
ing scales must be verified at least once 
in each year; Those used for elevators, 
railways, colleries, flouring mills, 
cheese factories, grain warehouses, 
public markets, etc, and scales for 
weighing scales, Those concerned 
should take note of the change, ‘The 
above specified scales under previous 
regulations did not need to be verified 
more than every two years.

MEETINGS A'T DESERONTO 


The East Hastings Farmers’ In- | 
stitute held a meeting at Deseronto on | 
Friday, Jan, 20th. Vhere were both 
atternoon and evening sessions. ‘The 
attendance, owing to the prevalence of 
gvippe and the bad sleighing, 
smatiicr than usual, but those present 
were deeply interested in the addresses 

At the atternoon s n A. McFar- 
lane of Melrose, president of the soci- 
ety, filled the chair and in his opening 
address vegretted that more of the 
farmers of the surrounding country 
were not present. He said that it was 
necessary for farmers to make a spec- 
ial study of their work, as the condi- 
tions of agriculture had changed, 
Every detail needed careful attention 
The general outlook for farming was 
good We were enjoying an eva of 
prosperity and it depended on the 
farmers whether this was to continue, 
The agriculturists of Canada had now 
to compete with those of all nations 
Dairying was the chief interest in 
this district, but there was also an un- 
limited market for bacon in England 
Favimers should unite to advance their 
various interests und there was no 
better means than by the development 
of the farmers’ insvitute with which 
all farmers should be connected. 
Members weve entitled to all the gov- 
ernment bulletins and  veports on 
agriculture, wlof which gave valuable 
information, ‘he small tee of twenty- 
fivecents should not be weighed in 
the balance as the reports were worth 
more than ten times that amount. 

W.C. Shearer, of Bright, Oxford 
Co,, one of the leading dairymen of 
Western Ontario, then proceeded to 
deliver an addresson **How to improve 
a dairy herd” In dairying serub 
animals were of no use. You must 


was 


produce the vight cow for your bus- 
iness, ‘Two-thirds of what a cow eats 
was necessary to keep lifein her body; 
the rest was profit No use to let cows 
£0 dvy forfour or five montis in the 
year; two months was the longest 
period for them to be dry, The milk 
given be each cow should be weighed 
regularly and ifa cow did not give 
5,000 Ibs of milk she should be convert- 
ed into beef, To improve a_ herd it 
Was necessary fo choose a bull de- 
scended from rich milkers as his 
daughters would have 50 per cent, of 
his blood. When milking leave no 
strippings and don’t allow the cow to 
be ill used by dogs, boys or men. The 
dairymen should be enthusiastic in his 
calling, should attend all dairy and 
institute meetings and vead the best 
papersand books In his own business 
he had hs cows come in during Sep- 
tember, preferred ensilage because it 
was best und cheapest, He would not 
visk feeding turnips toa dairy cow. 
Mangolds were good, but ensilage with 
oats, bran and peas was best. He gave 
some figures, illustrating his own ex-' 
perience; one cow, for example, a 
Uanadian cow half Jersey. during June 
had given 1,680 Ibs, of milk making 75 
‘bs. of butter; in December she made 
47 lbs, of butter, 

John 1. Hobson, of Guelph, well 
known all oyer the Dominion as one 
of the most noted agriculturists of 
Canada, was the next speaker, His 
topic was, ‘What leads to success or 
failure in farming?” He considered 
the force of example as one of the 
principal features toinflaence a com- 
munity ov calling, He had often 
observed when driving througha village 
that everything was neat, the church 
well built, theschoolhouse and grounds 
tidy and attractive, while the 
farmers of the adjoining district were 
of uw high class with neat homesteads. 
Allat once he passed into another 
section where things were totally 
different, rickety fences, tumble down 
buildings, bad cultivation were every- 
where evident. It would be found 
that the difference was caused by the 
class of men who had originally settled 
in each locality. They had left the 
impress of theirexample and this had 
continued for generations Thus the 
force of example is a powerful factor 
in leading up to success or failure. 
The Ontario farmers were on the 
average the equals of those of any 
country in the world, The institute 
meetings are an important factor be- 
cause fyrmers must educate themselves, 
All governments are paying more 
attention to agriculture. He wished 
move young men were present; the 
young men should be determined to 
succeed and should not neglect any- 
thing tending to self improvement, The 
successful farmer was i scientist In 
the true sense of the term. 

EVENING SESSION. 

There wasa larger attendance at the 
evening session, President McFarlane 
opened the meeting and introduced 
Mayor Rathbun as chairman for the 
evening, Aon 3 

Mr. Rathbun thanked the institute 
for the honor conferred upon him. He 
referred to the steps taken by both 
governments in sending out competent 
men to lay before all the latest and 
most approved methods, He was glud 
to meet both gentlemen who were to 
address the meeting; Mr. Hobson was 
the brother of Mr. Hobson, engineer of 
the Grand Trunk, one of the most cel- 
ebrated engineers in the world, 

Mr. Hobson, was the first speaker, 
his subject being “The importince of 
developing a healthy growth of the 
social and intellectual life in the farm 
home” He said that it was « pleasing 
feature of this meetihg to have a 

entieman so prominent in the bus- 
iness world to act asa chairman, At 
Guelph and Brantford it was also a 
pleasing feature at recent agricultural 
shows and meetings to have leading 
mevehants and manufacturers present 
and taking pat. Thi s it should 
be because there wa ssociation 
between trade and manufacture and 
agvicultuve, Heveferved to the plea- 
suve he and others had that afternoon 
of visiting Mv, Rathbun’s well man- 
agedfarm andof inspecting the fine 
herd of cows to be seen there, The 
mujovity of the farm homes of Ontario 
ave good homes. There was nothin 
incompatible with refined minds anc 
oultuved tuste in connection with the 
faon. These good farm homes have 
furnished those who have made Can 
adathe fairest part of the Byritish 
Empire, There was another class of 
homes, cheerless, affording no appor 
tunity of giving enjoyment to the 

ons and daughters, Uf country boys 
have w fair chance they will hold their 
own with those of towns and cities 
Panning was now much more than in 
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the past an intelectual pursuit. 
grave vesponsibility rested 
ents whether their children 
bappy and look buck with 
the old farmside as the dearest spot on 
earth. Parents should willow their 
children opportunities to cultivate a 
love of music, flowers, and good literu- 
ture, Reading was too ofcen not en- 
couraged a3 it should be, Herve farm- 
ers make a great. mistake. The boys 
and girls should be given papers and 
good books, and yet there may be many 
bomes without eyen an agriculturil 
paper. Without edneation it was now 
hn possible for Canadians to compete 
with other countries, He proceeded 
todenl with the vexed question of 
teaching agviculture in the public 
school. He thought it necessary he- 
cause no man em be va successful 
farmer without a knowledge of the 
fundamental principles of agriculture, 
He referred to the pride which he had 
experienced when attending a imeeting 
of the agricultural department of the 
chamber of commerce of Ib linburgh, 
Scotland, when the leading ayricultur- 
ist of that county passed resolutions 
asking the Imperial parliament to 
establish an agricultural college such 
as that of Ontario at Guelph which 
they consideved the best in the world, 
He concluded by urging young men to 
read healthy literature and then be the 
better prepared to fill positions in later 
life.

A REBELS HEAD. 


This is not really my own story--it 
fs my grandfather's. Still, since it isall 
in the family, I may as well tell it, 
and, besides, it bas special interest 
now, when so many people in this land 
are looking and longing across the Pa 
cific to where our flag floats over Manila 
ba 

in the year 1842 my grandfather, a 
young wan of 20, shipped as common 
sailor on the three masted ship Polly 
Ano of New Bedford, bound from New 
York to the Philippines with a cargo of 
flour. The voyage was uneventfnl, and 

136 days after passing Sandy Hook the 
Polly Ann dropped anchor in Pasig 
river, Manila.

St. Petersburg, Jan. 25.—The report of 
the expulsion of Count ‘Tolstoi in the 
neor future will not down, despite the 
extromoaly cordial meeting which the 
great Russian ideatist bad with the Czar 
recently. 

The veport is founded principally on 
tho fact that the Count has made a host 
of cnemies by the aid be has given to the 
emigrating Doukhobors, or Ruasian 
Quakers, who are founding settlemonts 
in tho Canadian Northwest. 

Tho Czar is highly dlspleased at the 
action of Count Yolstol's eldest son, who 
ia making preparations to accompany a 
large number of emigrants to Canada, 
where he will help them to acquire 
homea, after which be will return under 
the parental roof. 

Tbe Doukhobors say they receive in- 
aspiration directly from heaven, without 
sacredotal or Biblical intervention. hey 
disregard the priesthood and the suacra- 
ments, reject the doctrine of the ‘Irinity 
and refuse to take the oath or to onlist 
in military service 

This sect dates from the days of Peter 
the Great, when small communities wore 
started all over the Russian Empire.

JAMAICA IS IN BAD SHAPE, 


Something Radical 
There Will Be Bankruptey. 


London, Jan. £5.—An official circular 


has been issued containing the report 
of the West Indian commission 
Jamaica to Colonial Secretary Chamber- 
Jain, 14 estinjates that the deticit at the 
end of March will be £172,000, The 
commission regards the situation as ex- 
tremely critical, and expesses the opinion 
that unless the revenue js greatly in- 
creased, and the expenditures largely 
reduced, the cvlony will shortly be un- 
able to meet its Habilities. 

Vhe circular adds that Mr. Chaimber- 
lain informed tho commission that nego- 
tiations for the conclusion of a reciprocity 
treaty between the British West Indies 
and the United States were in progress, 
but he could express no opinion as to the 
prospects of their success, 


Peaceful Se ion Expected. 


London, Jan, 25.—In well-informed 
quarters a representative of the Associ: 
ated Pross was informod yesterday that a 
peaceful solution of the Newfoundland 
question between France and Great Bri- 
tain is oxpested very shortly, It means 
compensation to the French ilshermen, 
and the surrender of their rights under 
the treaty of Utrecht. 

A svlution simultaneously of the 
French shore question and the matter of 
the ocoupation of St. Pierre Miquelon is 
hoped for, Tho officials here regard those 
islands as being little better than a big 
smuggling centre, 
Newfoundland, Canada and the United 


States, and will insist upon the re-estab: | 


lishment there of the conditions contem- 
plated when they were ceded to France. 

It was rumored Jast evening that the 
Government intends to propose to Great 
Britain to submit the Newfoundland 
dispute to arbitration. 


Freoch Rights Incontestible, 


Paris, Jan, 25,—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties yesterday resumed the debate of for- 
egin affuirs, Referring to Newfoundland, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. Doel- 
casse, suid the French rights thero were 
incontessible, that no one questioned 
them and that there was no reason to 
suppose that they would not be respect- 
ed, The debate was then closed.

London, Jan. 25.—The Dally 
graph publishes the following 
from Cayenne, French Guiana:
